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In 1957, -fragments from an exploded unidentified 
flying object (UFO) \:ere recovered by obseivers on a 
beach near Ubatuba^ Brazil. Some of the fragments viere 
‘ obtained by AFRO and v.^ere subjected to various chemical 
analyses in the course of the foliov.Ting 12 ^'ears in the 
laboratories of the Brazilian Ministry of Agriculture, 
the U.S. Atomic Energy Commiss?lon, The Dov.'* iietal Products 
Co. and the University of Colorado UFO Project (1966-68). 
The material v/as found to be magnesium of an unusually 
high purity. 

More recentl.y, in 1969, APRO oroceeded with a struc¬ 
tural analj/sis of the material and tv;o Consultants tn 
Metallurgy undertook the stud^/. Modern materials science 
is based on the premise that the properties of a material 
depend solely on its stinicture; chemical composition is 
important only to the extent it^ affects structure. The 
UbatuhafragjTi.cnts were found to be directionally 
solidified castings .. Directional solidification is cur¬ 
rently being actively-investigated in many countries since 
it has been found that the strength of directionally sol¬ 
idified metals is far superior to normal random-grain cast¬ 
ings. However, directional solidification w^.s rot being 
studied in 1957, vrhen the fragments were retrieved. This 
may be interpreted as meaning that the fragments belonged 
to a vehicle from a more advanced civilization. 

The APRO scientists who undertook the stud^^ on the 
Ubatuba magnesi^um v;ere Dr. V/alter W. V/alker, Associate 
Professor of Metallurgical Engineering, The University of 
Arizona, Tucson, and Dr. Robert W. Johnson, Head of the 
Advanced Materials Division, Materials Reseai*ch Coiporation 
Orangeburg, New York. 

The Ubatuba magnesium is the only physical evidence 
known to exist vrhich indicates an extraterrestrial origin 
for some UFOs. Up to the present, APRO has aproximately 
20,000 reports of UFO observations received from over 50 
countries during the past 19 years. Correlations of these 
reports have indicated some patterns of intelligence behind 
UTO performance and behaviour. A oroject is currently 
under;-;a.y to computerize all the existing reports, thus 
enabling more expedient acquisition of the various kinds 
of data and allov/ing far more comprehensive correlations.

It is APRONS position that the UFO phenomenon is 
important enough to rarrant a scientific and objective 
investigation, ";i*egardless of its nature or origin, 

A]-thoijgh the Ubatuba magnesium is a veiy strong indication 
of extraterrestrial origin for some UFOs, there is no 
absolute proof that this is the case. 


On the other hand, considering the age of our galaxy 
(the Milky Vi ay), the number of probable planets bearing 
intelligent life v;ith an advanced technology and the number 
of star traveling civilizations, there is no reason v;hy 
extraterrestrial intelligence could not visit us at this 
time. Although homo sapiens does not yet have the engi¬ 
neering capability to undertake inter-stellar travel, there 
are no )cnouTi physical lavjs which v/ould ultimately make 
inter-stellar travel impossible. 


It is therefore important that research on the extra¬ 
terrestrial hypothesis be conducted, regardless of whether 
some believe this is ^-probable” or ”Lmprobahle/^ APEO is 
bringing to bear the various scientific disciplines on the 
problem. Only in this way v;ill definite answez's be .forth¬ 
coming.
